He said: “It was Jim’s 
idea, and when we 
approached the owner, 
Dai John, he was very 
helpful and let us have 
the plot at a peppercorn 
rent for 20 years”.

“It was a great privilege 
and honour to cut the 
ribbon, with the 
Brownies and 
Rainbows, to officially 
open the Cowbridge 
Community Allotments. 

“They were the 
inspiration of a 
remarkable man - Jim 
Grove - who was also a 
man ahead of his time. 

“His vision and skill 
as an architect, planner 
and writer was 
translated into practical 
action and he inspired 
all those who have made 
these allotments come to 
fruition.

1 AM aware that 
since the regular 
appearance of 
civil enforcement 
officers in 
Cowbridge, there is 
now a large number 
of car parking 
spaces available, 
most of the day, on 
the High Street - 
that includes 
Eastgate and 
Westgate. 

I agree there is a 
definite need to increase 
the one-hour limit to at 
least three hours. The 
main car park, behind 
the Town Hall, 
according to one survey, 
states that there are 
approximately 180 cars 
parked all day, this 
means that shoppers and 
visitors struggle to find 
parking. 

People don’t just 


come to Cowbridge to 
pick up a newspaper or 
pint of milk, but want to 
have a good look at the 
variety of shops and 
services available, and 
perhaps meet friends for 
coffee or lunch. 

This is a big problem 
for businesses. I think 
the Cowbridge Chamber 
of Trade and Commerce 
should be having 
discussions with the 
relevant authorities 
ASAP. 

The majority of 
business owners do not 
now reside in 
Cowbridge - they and 
their staff generally park 
all day in the available 
car parks, cutting down 
considerably the car 
parking available to their 
customers.

DOWNSIDE TO WASTE WOOD 
INCINERATOR IN BARRY 


D avid 

KENNETT, 
in arguing 
for the waste-wood 
incinerator in 
Barry (GEM 
letters, last week), 
accepts its function 
is disposal - not 
“energy recovery” - 
as the company 
claims; but, like the 
company, he 
ignores the 
downsides. 

Thousands of tonnes 
of toxic ash and fumes 
of NOx etc .will require a 
high stack to disperse it 
over Barry and wider 
afield, lorry-loads of 
wood-chips through 
Cadoxton; risk of fire in 
the wood-chip stores; 
noisy operation all night 
through. 


If Mr Kennett really 
wants to recover energy 
from his waste wood, 
why use an inefficient 
plant? This one would 
be 22 per cent or less 
efficient, because it 
wastes the heat energy, 
contrary to policy. 

In claiming it’s 
needed to dispose of 
waste wood, Mr Kennett 
is unaware of the several 
times bigger plant also 
to bum waste-wood, 
which is being built at 
Margam. This is to take 
waste wood throughout 
south Wales. 

Why build a second, 
inefficient plant close to 
homes in Barry? 

Indeed, when a waste 
wood-chip plant was 
consented to in Hull, the 
company went back for 
permission to change to 
burning domestic waste 
pellets, saying they 


could not obtain 
sufficient wood-chips 
locally. 

The Vale Council 
officers’ report expects 
Sunrise in Barry to 
import wood-chips, 
including from fresh 
wood; they propose no 
restriction to supplies 
from south-east Wales, 
as Cardiff’s Viridor 
incinerator is restricted. 

Much waste wood is 
melamine chipboard, not 
only from old kitchen 
units, shelving etc., but 
also in manufacture 
offcuts and damage. 
Board manufacturers 


I N the end, the

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Four years after life-changing accident, top cyclist returns... 

Paralympic champ Simon is dreaming of 
getting back in saddle at Vale fundraiser 


A fundraising 
cycling event in the 
Vale on Saturday, 
August 1, may see 
acclaimed 
Paralympic 
champion, Simon 
Richardson, back in 
the saddle of a two- 
wheel bike - after a 
break of almost four 
years. 

Simon, a double gold 
medallist, suffered 
multiple injuries in 2011 
when he was knocked off 
his bike on the A48 
during his preparations 
for the London 
Paralympics. 

He suffered injuries to 
the back, sternum, his 
legs, pelvis - along with 


a collapsed lung. At the 
time he was put in an 
induced coma. 

Since then he has 
undergone a series of 
back operations and had 
to fight a battle against 
depression. 

Recently, a former 
sponsor pledged to help 
Simon by providing him 
with an electric 
wheelchair to help him 
get out of the house. 

But his fellow 
villagers in Llanmaes, 
some of whom are keen 
cyclists, wanted to do 
more to help his 
continuing recovery. 

Miguel Sutcliffe, one 
of the organisers of the 
#cycleforsimon 
campaign, explained: 
“After Simon received 
help from a former

sponsor to get an electric 
wheelchair, we wondered 
what more we could do 
to help. 

“A weights machine 
and treadmill will help 
with his recovery, and 
anything left over will go 
to Wales Air Ambulance 
which helped airlift 
Simon when he had his 
accident. 

“The event is taking 
place at 10am at the 
Blacksmiths Arms in 
Llanmaes on Saturday, 
August 1. 

“It is not a race, just a 
cycle event for people to 
enjoy. There is a choice 


of routes - one of 60km 
which heads down to 
Southerndown, and a 
36km one which turns 
back at Colwinston. 

“It is a minimum of 
£10 a rider and people 
must wear helmets. 

“After the cycle ride 
there will be a barbecue 
at the Blacksmith’s 
Arms. 

“It will be Simon’s 
first time in the saddle 
since the life-changing 
accident four years ago. 
He only got the green 
light from the surgeon a 
week ago.” 

People can make a 
larger donation if they 
wish or get sponsorship 
to boost their 
contribution. 

Simon told The GEM: 
“We’re building the bike 


right now and hoping we 
can get it into the right 
position for me to ride. I 
have metal in my back 
which means I can’t bend 
forwards. I’ll have to test 
the bike and see what 
happens. If I’m unable to 
ride the bike, I’ll use the 
trike (a three wheeler). 

“Recovering has 
meant dealing with 
injuries and the mental 
side. It’s great that people 
are organising the event, 
and it will help with 
rehabilitation 
equipment.” 

Darren Kenny, another 
Paralympic champion, 
will also add his support 
for Simon.

Mum receives apology 
after DWP demands £41 


paid to son 

A Barry mum has received an 
apology from the Department 
of Work and Pensions after it 
requested a £41 repayment in 
benefits which had been paid 
to her dead son. 

Rachel Degaetano suffered the 
anguish of the death of her 21-year-old 
son Chae in April. 

The Department of Work and 
Pensions asked for the repayment of 
£41.36 which covered four days after 
Chae’s death. 

It has now apologised to Mrs 
Degaetano for the distress it caused 
her. 

Focal MP Alun Cairns looked into 
the matter and told The GEM: “I am 
pleased that commonsense has 
prevailed in regard to Mrs Degaetano 
and the Department for Work and 
Pensions. 

“I wrote to the DWP, to ask them to 
look into the tragic circumstances 
surrounding the death of Mr Chae 
Bennett. 

“At such an emotional time for Mrs 
Degaetano and her family, the DWP 


who had passed away 

has apologised for the distress caused 
over a minor amount of money and I 
have passed on my correspondence 
from the DWP to the family.” 

An explanatory letter sent to Mr 
Cairns by an official at the DWP said: 
“I was sorry to hear about the distress 
caused to Mr Bennett’s mother, Mrs 
Degaetano, by receiving a letter from 
us regarding payment of an 
overpayment because this is never our 
intention. 

“The overpayment of £41.36, which 
we referred to in our letter, arose as a 
result of a payment of Employment 
Support Allowance having been made, 
which covered the period following 
Mr Bennett’s death.” 

It emphasised that in the event of 
someone’s death, it has a duty to ask 
for the return of overpayments to 
protect public funds. However, in this 
instance it would take no further 
action. 

Mrs Degaetano plans to donate the 
money to Gofal Cymru, a Welsh 
charity which campaigns on mental 
health issues.

A spokesman for 
Cowbridge Rotary Club 
said: “Jim’s vision was 
not confined to able- 
bodied gardeners either; 
supported by his Rotary 
club, he designed and 
arranged for the 
construction of three 
raised-bed planters, so 
that people with mobility 
problems could be given 
a chance to get their 
fingers into the soil and 
grow something. 

“It was a great loss to 
the allotments when Jim 
sadly died at the end of 
June, not seeing the 
completion of his 
project. 

“However, Brenda, his 
wife, in a brief ceremony 
in the late afternoon sun, 
unveiled a small plaque 
on the raised planters 
that will keep Jim’s 
memory alive for many 
years yet to come. 

“Thanks Jim, for all 
your hard work!” 

Vale MP Alun Cairns 
was also present at the 
opening ceremony and 
said that the allotments 
deserved a special place 
in the heart of the town, 
alongside the now well- 
established Physic 
Garden, since they did 
measurably improve the 
quality of life for many 
people here. 

Charles Champion 
said that the group had

plans for as yet unused 
areas near the allotments. 
Underneath the flyover, a 
series of bee hives have 
been put together, so the 
group will be making 
their contribution to 
protecting the future of 
these vital pollinators. 

Also, on land the other 
side of the flyover, the 
are plans for an orchard. 

Charles Champion 
said: “We are in 
discussions with the 
Welsh Perry and Cider 
Society to plant a mix of 
apple and pear trees, 
concentrating on trees 
that were native to Wales 
but which are no longer 
grown in large numbers.” 

He added that the 
group had been helped 
by a number of local 
organisations: “Dai John 
sent farm equipment 
down to rotovate the soil, 
and Cowbridge Compost 
gave us plenty of free 



compost - and there was 
manure from local farms 
as well. 

“We also had help 
from Creative Rural 
Communities, the Vale 
Council’s rural 

development group.” 

Now that the drainage 
has been improved, the 
high water table has been 
turned to advantage, as 
the allotment now has its 
own well and pumping 
station! 

The allotment will be 


totally organic, which 
makes it more labour 
intensive, but everyone 
thinks it is well worth the 
effort. 

What has definitely 
been created is an oasis 
of peace and calm which, 
although close to local 
homes and a dual 
carriageway, feels as if it 
is right in the heart of the 
countryside.

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f VALE COUNCIL REPLIES TO JENNER PARK PITCH CRITICS 1 


S the Director responsible 
for the operation and 
management of Jenner 
Park Stadium, I feel it necessary 
to respond to the letter in your 
July 9 edition from John Lewis, 
concerning the council’s 
decision to install a 3G synthetic 
playing surface at Jenner Park. 

Firstly, I would encourage all 
residents with an interest in sport in the 
Vale to read full details of the plans for 
Jenner Park and the rationale that 
underpinned the decision which can be 
found in the cabinet reports of June 16, 
2014, April 13,2015 and May 11,2015. 

These are available on the council’s 
website and detail a difficult and 
complex decision that has been taken to 
enable us to increase sports participation 
in the Vale, while also cutting the cost of 
a loss-making facility. 

To summarise, the council is required 


to save £25m over the next three years, 
due to current austerity measures. In 
2013/2014, the operating cost of Jenner 
Park was £205k and in 2014/2015 the 
cost was £185k. This is simply 
unsustainable in any financial climate, 
let alone the one that all Welsh councils 
find themselves in. 

Barry Town United and Rhoose AFC 
contributed most to the stadium running 
costs over these two years, paying over 
£280 per game, and more if 
floodlighting was required. This income 
is considerably greater than the amount 
received from athletics. 

Changes needed to be made to the 
stadium to create greater opportunities 
for use and, similar to other locations 
such as Cwmbran Stadium, the council 
opted to install a 3G surface - to permit 
greater accessibility for football, as the 
main potential for income generation. 

With grass surfaces, the number of 
games that can be played per week is 
limited and the surface at Jenner Park 


suffers from drainage problems, which 
has meant that the pitch is unable to be 
used for a number of weeks per year. 

The council was, however, keen to 
retain the rubberised running track to 
permit athletics running events to 
continue - and this is the case with the 
design of the new 3G surface, which 
also includes a new drainage system. 

All the jumping events are 
maintained, though hammer throwing, 
which has not taken place at the stadium 
for a number of years, due to the 
damage caused to the grass pitch by the 
hammer, cannot take place on a 3G 
surface. 

Shot putt will continue, as this event 
takes place off the pitch, so the only two 
athletics events affected by the pitch 
surface change are javelin and discus. 

For these events, specialised 
equipment can be used to train 
technique, such as a rubberised discus, 
though the council is more than happy 
to consider relocation of these two 


throwing events to an alternative 
location in Barry, possibly with the 
assistance of our schools. 

The 3G investment will realise 
significantly greater income, and this 
income at a range of activity levels, was 
detailed within the reports to cabinet to 
form the business case for the decision. 

Without this investment, though it 
seems unthinkable, the stadium may 
even have had to close due to the 
council’s financial position. 

We have yet to decide on a 
management arrangement for the new 
pitch and clubhouse and the council will 
continue to manage the facility, until all 
the available options have been 
considered. 

The indicative rates for the hire of the 
new pitch were included in the cabinet 
reports though these will only be 
finalised when an operating partner is 
known, or when the council determines 
to continue to manage the facility 
directly. 


The stadium will be available for all 
to use and even though Barry Town 
United is likely to be a regular user 
other teams and organisations will be 
actively encouraged to hire the facility. 

In addition to the new pitch, funding 
has been identified to undertake 
refurbishment work to the clubhouse 
and we hope that this, allied to the new 
pitch, will restore the stadium to its 
position within the local community and 
the wider Vale, as a valuable sporting 
and social amenity. 

Pitch construction is due to 
commence this summer, with works 
expected to last 12 to 16 weeks. The 3G 
surface, which is to be built to the latest 
design and quality, should be available 
for use in October/November this year.

THE Leader of the 
Vale Council was

the colossal amount of 
hard work that is being 
carried out in taking this 
restoration work 
forward. 

“I am pleased to say 
that the council has 
worked very closely 
with DS Properties to 
help protect and 
enhance this historic 
property, which remains 
a very important part of 
Barry’s and Wales’ 
industrial heritage.” 

“This is an 

appropriate, creative and 
innovative way of 
regenerating an old 
building and bringing it 
back to life, which 
meets the needs and 
uses of a modem 
audience. 

“When finished, the 
Pumphouse will further 
contribute to the 
ongoing regeneration of 
the area and should act 
as a catalyst for further 
investment in the 
Waterfront.”

A S well as the

A TOTAL of £4 
million is being 
invested to improve 
patient care and 
access to health 
services in Cardiff 
and the Vale. 

Money will be 
allocated to improve 
services in a variety of 
community settings 
including expansion of 
community nursing and 
the introduction of 
wellbeing coordinators to 
help signpost people to 
relevant services, a 
spokesperson revealed. 

It would also be used 
to provide additional 
access to pharmacy 
advice to manage patient 
medications and repeat 
prescriptions in GP 
practices and in patients 
own homes. 

Specific funding has 


also been set aside to 
meet the health needs of 
newly-arrived asylum- 
seekers in Wales. 

Cardiff and Vale

with Barry Island 
businesses - there 
has been investment 
in the regeneration of 
Barry across the 
town, with further 
announcements this 
week. 

It is worth taking 
stock of the Welsh 
Government 
investment that has 
taken place in the 
regeneration of Barry 
since April 1,2010 - 
with £9.8m spent on 
over 40 projects. 

One of the first 
projects was new street 
lighting in 

Gibbonsdown, which 
was a strong priority 
for the local 
community, followed 
by the new Iolo Park 
play area and the 
Western play area in 
Cadoxton. 

The re-development 
of Gibbonsdown 
children’s centre was a 
great boost for the area 
and the investment in 
Barry YMCA Hub and 
Bro Radio benefits the 
whole town. 

Lesley Griffiths AM, 
the Minister for 
communities and 
tackling poverty, 
visited Barry on 
Tuesday for the 
opening of the 
Gibbonsdown Hub in 


Aberaeron Close - 
supported by £105,000 
of Welsh Government 
funding - as part of the 
£lm allocated from the 
Welsh Government 
Tackling Poverty Fund. 

I was delighted to 
meet Molly Conway at 
the opening, who has 
been at the forefront of 
so many developments 
in Gibbonsdown, 
including one of the 
great success projects 
of Barry regeneration - 
the splash pool in 
Pencoedtre Park. 

It was also excellent 
to greet Tracey 
Downes, who is taking 
forward ‘All Youth 
Matters’ activities in 
the centre. 

The Minister also 
visited Castleland 
community centre and 
drop-in centre, which 
hosts a wide variety of 
activities thanks to Big 
Lottery and Welsh 
Government funding 
via the Community 
Facilities and Activities 
Project Fund. 

We met ‘The 
Healthy Heart Group’ 
at the centre, and were 
pleased to hear about 
ongoing activities such 
as the Castaways Club, 
which is a lifeline for 
many elderly people in 
the Vale. The garden 
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opposite the centre is a 
haven in the heart of 
Barry and well worth a 
visit. 

The Castleland 
housing renewal area 
has received £2.5m 
since 2011, with a 
further £3.5m allocated. 

This will result in 
1,200 homes being 
improved and 
Castleland streets 
transformed, alongside 
the quality affordable 
housing provided by 
Newydd Housing on 
the former Magistrates’ 
Court site. 
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Up the road, the £5m 
Golau Caredig is 
providing ‘five-star’ 
homes for people with 
support and extra care, 
and is already a venue 
for many activities in 
the community. 

And there is more 
good news for Barry - 
this week, 

Communities Minister 
Lesley Griffiths AM 
announced £842,857 
for the further 
regeneration of the 
town centre. The first 
project set to benefit

T HE Marvel 
universe 
seems to be a 
pretty satisfying 
place to make a 
film, so it was 
surprising that, 
with only weeks 
until filming, Ant- 
Man’s director 
Edgar Wright 
departed the 


project; even more 
surprising was the 
hiring of Peyton 
Reed to replace 
him, a man known 
for the likes of 
comedies Bring It 
On and Yes Man - 
not quite what 
Marvel are known 
for.

be judged as Ant-Man 
hits screens, seeing 
Scott Lang (Paul Rudd), 
a thief looking to go 
straight, hired by 
inventor Hank Pym 
(Michael Douglas) to 
pull off a heist, with the 
aid of a suit designed to 
shrink the wearer to the 
size of a - you guessed 
it - ant, have the ability 
to command the 
creatures, and have 
super-strength. 

In Pym’s sights is 
Darren Cross (Corey 
Stoll), who has taken 
Pym’s company from 
him; with Pym’s 
daughter Hope 
(Evangeline Lily) 
training Lang, will this 
unlikely hero save the 
day? 

With the change of 
director, and with Paul 
Rudd and Adam McKay 
(director of Anchorman) 
redrafting the script 
(although Edgar Wright 
and Joe Cornish do 
retain a scriptwriting 
credit), this is the first 
Marvel film to have 
experienced the 
infamous ‘creative 
differences’ in the full 
glare of the public eye. 

Not that you would 
guess from the finished 
product, however; Ant- 
Man is a Marvel film 
through and through, 
yet it manages to be one 
of the most enjoyable 
offerings from the 
studio, aimed at a 
slightly younger 


audience than its fellow 
films and while not 
flawless, makes for a 
thoroughly satisfying 
effort. 

There are definite 
signposts of Edgar 
Wright’s script, and 
even elements of his 
directing style, present 
in the film, but plenty 
of credit must be given 
to Peyton Reed who, as 
the choice no-one saw 
coming, fell into the 
project with very little 
time, yet who has 
helped to craft 
something that doesn’t 
lack in fun. 

The powers of Ant- 
Man himself mean that 
the film offers 
something new and 
different visually, and 
Reed embraces that 
element, with things 
such as drips of water 
and ants themselves 
being superbly realised 
as Lang gets to grips 
with his shrinking 
powers. 

He also takes the 
prize for creating what 
is possibly the finest 
action climax in Marvel 
films so far, a battle that 
drips with verve, style, 
invention - and Thomas 
The Tank Engine. 

Tonally, it plays 
differently to previous 
Marvel films, more akin 
to Guardians of the 
Galaxy than Iron Man, 
and not just because of 
the ‘heist movie’ set up 
giving the film a 


different dynamic; as 
alluded to earlier, it 
plays a little younger, 
no bad thing at all when 
it’s this much fun, while 
there is a greater level 
of comedy at play 
amidst the 

contractually-obligated 
moments of dramatic 
exposition and links to 
the wider Marvel 
universe. 

The cast are very 
strong, Paul Rudd 
excelling in the lead 
role; as the audience’s 
gateway into this world, 
his Lang is a loveable 
rogue, and the actor 
plays the role pitch 
perfectly, while Michael 
Douglas, as the wizened 
and slightly worn Pym, 
lends gravitas and heart 
in equal measure. 

Evangeline Lily fits 
the bill as Pym’s 
daughter, with more 
than a hint that her 
future could involve a 
costume at some point, 
but Corey Stoll, 
unfortunately, is 
lumbered with a dud of 
a villain in Cross. 

Un-engaging, drawn 
from cliche and lacking 
any real build-up, Stoll 
is unable to wring any 
more out of the 
character than what is 
on the page. 

The villain is one of 
a few flaws in the film; 
there are a few 
moments where too 
much is played for 
laughs, where the 


heightened stakes lose 
tension in a rush to 
elbow in a gag or two, 
while Scott’s gang of 
fellow criminals feels 
like a comedic 
concession too far. 

That said, with its 
fizzy feel and sense of 
fun, Ant-Man makes for 
a gigantic success; with 
an end-of-credits scene 
hinting that he’ll 
become part of the 
larger Marvel universe 
sooner rather than later, 
this is a wonderful 
introduction to the 
character. 

VERDICT: A 
‘Marvel’-lous film, 


AntMan is a hugely 
pleasing superhero film 
that ticks all the boxes. 

Though its villain is 
undercooked in the 
extreme, everything else 
on show makes for an 
enjoyable and 
entertaining viewing 
experience, while 
Peyton Reed silences 
the doubters with strong 
direction. 

Highly 

recommended.

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When paddle 
steamers were the 
way to travel... 



LOCAL historian, 
BRIAN KEITCH , 

continues his series 
of articles, looking 
back at Penarth 150 
years ago, when the 
docks were opened. 

T ravel iso 

years ago 
could be 

quite a bit of fun, 
but Penarth still 
had to wait another 
13 years for the 
first passenger 
train. 

The line to Barry was 
even further away - 
some 22 years hence. 
And as far as Penarth 
Pier was concerned - a 
wait of a staggering 40 
years! 

There was help at 
hand. The main obstacle 
in getting to Cardiff was 
water - the Afon 
Elai/River Ely. It is 
often said that the town 
of Penarth has kept its 
separate identity over 
the years because of this 
natural barrier. 

However, up popped 
the Penarth Ferry which 
ran to and from Penarth 
Dock entrance to the 
Pier Head in Cardiff 
dockland. When the tide 
allowed the little paddle 
steamer Kate went back 
and fore every 20 
minutes - the fare? - 2d 
(less than lp today). 

The company that set 
up the Penarth Ferry 
(which was to last for 
almost 50 years) was 
the Cardiff Steam 
Navigation Company. 
Kate was a double- 
ended paddle steamer 
(with rudders both fore 
and aft), was 40 tons 
and had a capacity for 
227 passengers. 

In 1867, the business 
passed to Robert 
Easthope with the 
support of Valentine 
Trayes. With business 
booming they acquired 
the small twin scew 
vessel La Belle Marie, 
which like the Kate 
hailed from John Payne 
and Co, from Bristol. 

Another change of 
hands ensued in 1883, 
when Henry James 
Vellacott of Penarth 
snapped up the shares. 
Thus it became the 
Penarth Steam Ferry 
Company Ltd. The fleet 
was immediatly 
enhanced with the 
purchase of the Iona - 


another double-ender of 
some 64 tons and 91 
feet in length. 

In 1893, a second 
larger paddle steamer - 
also with the name of 
Kate arrived - of 99 
tons built of steel by Me 
Arthur and Company at 
Paisley. By this time, 
plans were afoot to 
construct a subway 
under the River Ely and 
by May 1900, the link 
had been completed. 

Thomas Morel took 
up the reins with just 
the Iona (by which time 
all the other boats had 
been sold on), but with 
fast excursion steamers 
operating from the now- 
opened Penarth Pier 
(along with trains, 
Soloman Andrews 
omnibuses etc) the 
Penarth ferry faded 
away in October 1903. 

But back to 1865. A 
chain ferry could get 
you from Penarth to 
Ferry Road (hence the 
name still today) but it 
was then a fair old trek 
into Cardiff. The 
Penarth Ferry landed the 
traveller at the hub of 
packet and coastal 
steamer services at the 
Pier Head pontoons. 

Ships from the Bute 
West Docks, Bute East 
Docks and the 
Glamorganshire Canal 
wharves sailed all 
around the British 
coastal ports, all over 
Europe and - the world! 

All this on the 
doorstep was thanks to 
the Penarth Ferry! 

One popular 
destination for south 
Walians was Bristol 
(curiously called the 
‘Queen of south 
Wales’). In 1865, the 
steamer to catch was the 
Velindra. This paddle 
steamer introduced a 
new standard of travel 
to the packet ships. She 
was throughout her 
career of 37 years one 
of the most popular 
ships on the channel. 

To this day, there is a 
public house in Bristol 
that bears her name (in 
Commercial Street, near 
to Bathurst Basin - 
where the ship used to 
call). 

She was on this 
Cardiff - Bristol run 
from 1860 until 1867, 
when she became one of 
the Pockett fleet in 
Swansea where her 
popularity flourished. 


Velindra still visited 
Bristol under Pockett’s, 
but was to be found 
doing excursion work at 
resorts and ports all 
around south Wales and 
the west country until 
1897, when the now¬ 
ageing paddler was 
replaced by the ex¬ 
railway steamer, the 
Brighton. Velindra met 
her end at the breakers 
in Clevedon in 1898. 

Other popular 
destinations in those 
early years in Penarth 
were Burnham, 
Bridgewater and of 
course Weston. Tugs 
often took excursionists 
in the summer months 
to various locations too 
- Flat Holm being 
popular because there 
was a pub there. 

Then there was the 
railway. If Penarth still 
had a few years to get 
on the map for 
passengers - the ferry 
was just a few hundred 
yards from Cardiff 
Docks station on the 
Taff Vale Railway (now 
Bae Caerdydd/Cardiff 
Bay). 1865 was also the 
year that the Cowbridge 
Railway opened. 

So how about a 
sojourn to Cowbridge 
then? No problem - the 
train from Cardiff 
Docks took you to 
Trefforest or Pontypridd 
where the Taff Vale 
Railway had a branch to 
Llantrisant (now 
Pontyclun) at which 
point the traveller could 
change trains to 
Cowbridge! But still it 
was another 10 years 
wait for passenger trains 
to start this route! 

It was possible to go 
via the Great Western 
Railway - but you 
would need a GW ticket 
as well as a Taff Vale 
one. London was now a 
destination of the Great 


Western Railway (Great 
Way Round) but would 
require going via 
Gloucester because the 
Severn Tunnel was still 
years away. 

An alternative was to 
use the New Passage 
from Portskewett to the 
Gloucester side of the 
channel (if you fancied 
risking the often 
precarious ferry across 
the Severn!). Most folk, 
it seems, preferred to 
take the Velindra direct 
to Bristol (with well 
appointed cabins, dining 
facilities - including a 
female stewardess!) and 
on to London on 
Brunei’s broad-gauge 
railway. 

Although Cardiff was 
fast expanding in the 
1860s, Bristol had been 
the established market 
city on the Mor 
Hafren/Severn Sea and 
- thanks to sea-charts, 
the Bristol Channel 
from around the 16th 
century. 

Travel back in 1865 
was in many ways so 
different - yet it is still 
possible to follow in the 
much the same 
footsteps. M.V. 

Balmoral is once again 
plying to Bristol. 

Cardiff Bay Station is 
now a shuttle service to 
Queen Street. Gone, 
however is the slow 
train from Pontypridd to 
Cowbridge (and later 
Aberthaw). 

The pier at Burnham 
quietly rotted away 
(once a through 
ferry/rail route from 
Cardiff to 
Bournemouth) and 
Weston Bimbeck Pier 
seems about to fall into 
the sea. But of course 
back one 150 years ago 
there was still the 
reliable steed to ride 
about the Vale. 

Happy days!

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HOLOCAUST SURVIVOR’S POWERFUL 
REMINDER OF NAZI CAMP HORRORS 

Eva (70) tells her moving story at Heronston 


A HOLOCAUST 
survivor has shared 
her experiences 
with pupils from 
Bridgend county 
secondary schools. 

Seventy-year-old Eva 
Clarke visited 
Heronsbridge School to 
share her account about 
how both she and her 
mother survived the 
Holocaust after the 
American army liberated 
the Mauthausen camp in 
Austria, when Eva was 
just three days old. 

The testimony was 
followed by a question 
and answer session to 
enable pupils to 
understand the nature of 
the Holocaust better and 
to explore its lessons in 
more depth, a 
spokesperson reports. 

The story of Eva’s 
mum, Anka Bergman, 
and her daughter is one 
of astonishing survival. 

Anka arrived pregnant 
at Auschwitz in 1944, 
and gave birth five 
months later on a cart 
being transported to 
Mauthausen, a notorious 
Nazi death camp. Her 
mother was forced to 
deliver her as she lay on 
a mass heap of dying, 
typhoid-ridden prisoners 
slung on to a wooden 
cart by ruthless SS 
officers. 

Eva was so weak 
when she was bom that 
she didn’t cry, and 
weighed only 31b. Had 
Anka Bergman gone into 
labour just 24 hours 
earlier, her daughter 
would almost certainly 
not be here - both of 
them would have been 
killed moments after Eva 
took her first breath. 
Luckily, Eva’s arrival 
coincided with the 
collapse of the Third 
Reich. 

Coun Hailey 
Townsend, Bridgend 
County Borough 
Council’s cabinet 
member for children’s 


social services and 
equalities, said: “It was a 
privilege for us to 
welcome Eva Clarke to 
Bridgend County 
Borough and her 
testimony remains a 
powerful reminder of the 
horrors so many 
experienced. 

We hope that by 
hearing Eva’s testimony, 
it will encourage our 
pupils to leam from the 
lessons of the Holocaust 
and see where prejudice 
and racism can 
ultimately lead, and 
hopefully make a 
positive difference in 
their own lives. 

“Educating and 
engaging pupils across 
the county borough 
about the Holocaust, and 
subsequent genocides, is 
vital and there can be no 
better way than through 
the first-hand testimony 
of a survivor. Eva’s story 
is one of tremendous 
courage during horrific 
circumstances. 


“We will ensure that 
we honour the memory 
of those whose lives 
were lost and take 
forward the lessons 
taught by those who 
survived.” 

The secondary 
schools who attended 
included: Archbishop 
McGrath, Brynteg, 
Bryntirion, Coleg 
Cymunedol Y Dderwen, 
Cynffig, Heronsbridge, 
Pencoed, Porthcawl, and 
Ysgol Bryn Castell. 

The event also 
included a poem recital 
from Brynteg 
Comprehensive School 
pupils, which they had 
written especially for the 
Holocaust Memorial 
Day (HMD) event which 
was held earlier this year 
in the council’s Civic 
Offices in Bridgend. 

To keep the memory 
alive, a tree has been 
planted next to a HMD 
plaque which is situated 
on the grounds of 
Heronsbridge School.

The visit was part of 
the Holocaust 
Educational Trust’s 
outreach programme, 
which is available to 
schools across the UK.

A regional AM backs 
traders’ drive to reopen 
town centre to traffic 


A CAMPAIGN 
being launched by 
Bridgend traders to 
get part of the town 
centre re-opened to 
traffic is being 
backed by regional 
AM, Suzy Davies. 

She met Steve Bletsoe, 
chairman of the new 
traders’ forum, who runs 
the Ella Riley sweet shop 
in Nolton Street with his 
partner, Freya Sykes, a 
town councillor. 

The group is fighting 
for Queen Street, 
Dunraven Place and 
Market Street to be re¬ 
opened to traffic, leaving 
the rest of the town 
centre pedestrianised. 

Mr Blestoe said: “It is 
crucial that people are 
allowed in to have easier 
access to the shops, post 
office and banks. 

There are already 
parking bays which 
could be available to 
them for up to 20 or 30 
minutes. Anyone who 
needs longer could use 
one of the car parks and 
walk in. 

“Traders would be 
able to do click and 
collect if shoppers could 
come in and collect their 
goods. That’s the only 
way we can compete 
with internet shopping. It 
would open up the town 
to new business. 

“The council has to 
realise that without 
shops, there would be no 
town centre. It does not 
belong to the council - it 



belongs to all of us - 
traders, residents and 
shoppers alike. The 
council needs to act to 
ensure that shopkeepers 
feel that they have a 
future in Bridgend.” 

Mrs Davies, a Welsh 
Conservative regional 
AM, said: “Town centres 
have moved on from the 
days when 

pedestrianisation was 
seen as a panacea to all 
problems. 

“Councils across the 
UK are now seeing that 
over-pedestrianisation 
starves their town centres 
of footfall and are 
reversing it. 

“This was the last part 
of the town to be 
pedestrianised and it is a 
step too far, isolating the 
trade area from main 
parking areas. 

Councillors and officers, 
who were in favour at 
that time, should be big 
enough to admit that it 
has not worked and look 
at it again.

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Turning back time to our peerless 

Welsh steeplechase jockeys by BRIAN LEE 


The late Sir Harry Llewellyn, Bart, CBE, who 
kindly wrote the foreword to my out-of-print 
Welsh Steeplechase Jockeys (Cwmnedd Press 
1993) is this week's subject. 

COLONEL Sir Harry Llewellyn, who celebrated 
his 80th birthday in 1992, will always be 
associated with that unique show juniper 
Foxhunter on whom he won Olympic team gold 
and bronze medals. 

But he was also a leading amateur rider, who 
finished second and fourth on Ego in the Grand 
Nationals of 1936 and 1937 respectively. 

Bom at Fairfield near Aberdare in 1911, Harry 
Llewellyn rode his first winner under Rules on 
Theorem in the Bassett Hunters’ Chase at Cowbridge 
racecourse in 1931. Seventeen year later in 1948, he 
rode his last winner at Chepstow Racecourse when 
King Karl won a similar event. 

Many of his victories were gained at meetings 
now long gone, such as Cardiff, Col wall Park, 
Tenby, Manchester and Hawthorn Hill. 

An all-round athlete, who in his younger days 
excelled at rugby and high hurdling, he set a record 
that will probably now never be beaten when at the 
Cheltenham Festival meeting of 1948, he won the 
Foxhunters’ Chase on State Control and the United 
Hunts Chase on Bay Marble. 

No other rider had ever achieved the big hunter 
chase double. And now that the United Hunts Chase 
is held later in the season, his record appears safe for 
all time. 

Like fellow Welshman Fulke Walwyn, he started 
in racing by riding in Welsh point-to-points, and, 
also like Fulke Walwyn, he used to school horses for 
Captain Morgan Lindsay at Ystrad Mynach, who 
trained horses for his father Sir David Llewellyn. 
His first point-to-point success was on a horse called 
Pentrych at the Lord Tredegar fixture of 1930, when 
he finished strongly to win the nomination race by a 
short head. 

Perhaps the best horse he ever rode was Ego who, 
as previously mentioned, was runner-up to 
Reynoldstown at Aintree. It shows much for his 
determination that he reduced his weight from 14 
stone to lOst 31bs to ride Ego in the Grand National. 

Ego ran five times at Aintree covering 17-and-a- 
half miles without falling. Little wonder that he was 
nick-named the ‘ Modern Manifesto ’ after the 


legendary Grand National winner. 

Other good horses Harry rode were Breconian, 
Silver Grail, Happison and China Sea. It was on the 
last named that he won several races in a row and 
was successful on this horse at the last meeting to be 
held at Tenby in 1937. 

A pleasant and amiable man, I recall him buying 
my book, The Races Came Off - The Story of Point 
-to-Point Racing in South and West Wales, when I 
was selling them at Chepstow Racecourse that year. 

It was published in 1986. He asked me to sign it 
and when I wrote the usual ‘Best Wishes’ and signed 
my name, he took one look at it and persuaded me to 
write a much longer inscription. 

When he had brought out his autobiography 
Passports to Life in 1980, he had signed his book to 
me with the words: ‘To Brian Lee. We are all so 
grateful to you for recording point-to-points in South 
Wales. Harry Llewellyn.’ 

Next time, we feature Carmarthenshire-born 
Dudley Williams who was one of a select band of 
Welshmen who dominated the National Hunt racing 
scene between the wars. 

Meanwhile, one Welsh rider I would like 
information on is the Vale’s Ron Boss, who later was 
a trainer of note on the flat and who, I understand, 
returned to the Vale some years ago.

Llantwit cruised home, winning by 20 shots. 

Steve Booker's rink had a harder match at the 
start, being four shots in arrears after six ends. 
Llantwit came back, scoring six on the ninth end, to 
go in front but Llantwit finished in a flourish, 
scoring six shots on the final end to win by seven 
shots. 

Charles Hiscock’s rink had the tightest match, 
being down until the 16th end when they drew 
level; Llantwit then lost the next end before 
winning three ends on the trot, including a five on 
one end, to take the points with a five shot win.
